Mexico, December 11.—— 


Americans who arvpived tonight from 
Chihuahua reported that the rebels, 
since their occupation of that city, had 
@ntered the British vice consulate and 
forcibly seized Luis Terrazas, Jr. a 
son of the wealthy land owner, and 
Placed him in fail. 

According to the Americans, the 
rebels also served notice upon 100 
Spanish residents of Chihuahua that 
they must leave the city within ten 
hours. 

The entry of the British consulate 
and the seizure of Terrazas, who had 
mone there for protection after hear- 
ing that his life was itn danger, were 
reported to have taken place during 
the absence of British Vice Consul 
Scobell. It was said that Scobell, en- 
raged at the action of General Fran- 
cisco Villa's troops, was denied facili- 
ties to protest to the British minister 
at Mexico City, or to’the British am- 
bassador at Washington, and that he 
then appealed to United States Consul 
Marion Letcher. 

The foreign consuls are said to have 
joined in a protest at what was re- 
Barded as a.violation of the rights of 
asylum under a foreign flag. 

It was said that a demand for $256,- 
900, which he failed to pay, was the 
chief motive in the arrest of Terrazas. 

United States Consu] Edwards, at 
Juarez, said he had received no offi- 
cial confirmation of the arrest of Ter- 
razas up to a late hour tonight. The 
telegraph between Juarez and Chihua- 
hua was not working.

Vera Cruz, December 11.—The Amer- 
fcan consul at Tampico, Clarence A. 
Millér, reports by wireless that no 
Americans or other foreigners were 
injured in the first day’s (fighting 
there between federals and rebels. He 
expresses regret that no vessel {ts now 
available at Tampico for the reception 
of American refugees other than the 
warships, the British and Germans be- 
ing more fortunate in having merchant 
vessels under their flags in port. The 
consul requests authority from the 
state department to charter a vessel. 

A number of refugees Were taken 
on board the scout cruiser Chester and 
the cruiser Tacoma. Other refugees 
were in bulldings near the water front. 

The Tacoma and the Chester are in 
the river, with marines aboard, and 
the guns of the ships control the 
neutral zone which Admiral Fletcher 
has fixed for Americans and other for- 
eigners. 

Admiral Fletcher has warned 
the rebe] and federal leaders 
fighting will not be allowed near the 
neutral territory assigned to non- 
contestants, nor near valuable foreign 
property. 


HUERTA NOT WORRIED 
BY TAMPICO BATTLE 


Mexico City, December 11.—The 
knowledge that Tampico was in danger 
of falling into rebel hands did not ap- 
pear to disturb President Huerta In his 
routine of affairs and this afternoon he 
was the guest of honor at a banquet 
at Tacubaya, a suburb, to celebrate the 
inauguration of the interurban railway. 
General Iiverta gave the’ impression 
that he was not troubled by the pos- 
sible outcome of events at Tampico 

At the time of the celebration, ac- 
cording to a private message, fighting 
was in progress at Tampico, the reb- 
els being in possession of the freight 
yards at Dona Cecilia. between Tam- 
pico and the coast, trom which point 
the federais had been forced back into 
the city. Official messages indicated 
that the federals would be able to re- 
sist the attack, but the same note of 
optimism was lacking in the few pri- 
vate messages received here.

Mizell is suing to regain possession of 
her late mother’s estate, was undoubt- 
edly a forgery. 

The case has also. produced an es- 
trangement between Mrs. Mizell and 
her two sisters, while one of the wit- 
nesses in the case has sued her hus- 
band for divorce because he objected 
to her testifying in the action. 


Two Wills Produced. 


The fight over the estate of Mrs. 
Emma G. Lee opened three weeks ago 
when'Mrs. Larue Mizell brought suit 
against her sister, Mrs. Maud Lee 
Thompson, to recover a portion of her 
mother’s estate.

Changes Made in Proposed 
New Traffic Laws by the 
Aldermanic Committee of 
Council. 


Members of the aldermanic commit- 
tee, after hearing from Whitehall street 
merchants yesterday afternoon, decided 
to recommend that under the proposed 
new traffic laws, no automobile be al- 
lowed to stand within the designated 
zone for more than thirty minutes... A 
paragraph prohibiting any street car 
frof standing inthe zone for more 
than two minutes, and the narrowing 
of the limits of the zone marked the 
only other changes of importance. 

The traffic law, as it will now go to 
council, allows. both electric and gas- 
driven cara, with or without chauf- 
feurs, to be parked in the streets for 
‘thirty minutes, provided the machines 
are in single file and as near as possi- 
ble to the curb. Beaumont Davison, 
of Davison-Paxon-Stokes company, 
speaking for the dry goods merchants, 
asked that the time limit be made sixty 


could shop in half an hour. 

The change in the zone makes Pryor 
the east line of the zone; Forsyth street 
the west line; Ellis street the north 
line, and Mitchell, instead of Trinity, 
the south boundary. 

Peachtreee and Whitehall streets, 
from Forrest avenue, on the north, to 
Mitchell street, on the south, are in- 
cluded in the zone, irrespective of the 
other Ilimits. 

Other Features CUnchanged. 

In its other features the traffic law 
ig practically .in the shape in which it 
was originally drawn by the committee 
of council and members of the chamber 
of commerce. : 

Alderman F. J. Spratiing sought to 
have the’ recommendation made to 
council that street cars be allowed to 
run only one way on Whitehall and on 
Broad streets, but on objection of his 
fellow committeemen that this would 
tend to clutter up the bill, he withdrew 
this. It is expected that he will pre- 
sent a’ bill before council asking that 
this be made a law. 

The hearing of the new law was a 
lengthy one. John W. Grant, chairman 
of the joint commitee from council and 
the chamber of commerce, urged the 
passage of the original bill. He sug- 
gested several different plans which he 
said he did not recommend, but which 
he declared the committee of aldermen 
might adopt did they consider the orig- 
inal one too drastic. One feature that 
Mr. Grant suggested was that automo- 
biles be allowed to park on the streets 
running east and west within the zone. 

W. G. Humphries and Mr. Davison, 
as well as Secretary Walter G. Cooper, 
of the chamber of commerce, presented 
their views on the matter, Mr. Davison 
urging, on behalf of the merchants, that 
women shoppers in Whitehall street be 
allowed more th thirty minutes to 
park thelr machines, 

Congestion Worse Than in Chicago. 

That Chicago allows the parking of 
machines ror sixty tninutes was a satate- 
ment made by Mr. Davison. He de- 
Clared that Atlanta could afford to al- 
low as much time as was allowed in 
Chicago. Members of the committee re- 
plied that narrower streets and lack of 
subways make Atlanta’s thorough- 
fares even more congested than Chi- 
cago’s. 

“There are 2.900 people, mostly wom- 
en and girls. working in the Whitehall 
street stores, and there is two million 
dollars’ worth of inflammable material 
there,” said Secretary Cooper. “It be- 
hooves Atlanta to clear the congested 
streets and give protection to life and 
property in case of fire. That, I think, 
is the supreme consideration. Ten min- 
utes’ delay to a fire engine from a 
blocked street might mean fifty lives 
or ten thousand dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty along there.”’ 

Members of the aldermanic committee 
and of the original joint commitee de- 
clared at times, in speaking of the new 
raffic law, that it-appeared a drastic 
one, but that drastic measures were 
needed to clear the congested traffic 
in Atlanta. 

The one-way feature in regard to 
Edgewood avenue and Decatur streets 
between Peachtree and Pryor was not 
changed, except that on those streets 
traffie will be allowed to pass street 
cars on the left hand side of the street 
as well as on the right hand side. Ve- 
hicles may stop also on either side of 
the street to unload passengers or par- 
cels. All vehicles on Edgewood will 
move west and those on Decatur, east, 
between Pryor and Peachtree. 

The proposed law will be taken be- 
fore council next Monday, as this will 
be the last meeting of the present 
council, and {t is expected that the law 
will be acted upon in some shape at 
that meeting.

New York, December 11.—‘We are' 
tnternational trustees uf the prosper- 
ity we have and the power we enjoy, 
and we are in duty bound to use them 
when it is both civil. and .proper to 
help our neighbdors,’’ declared former 
President William H. Taft tonight in 
a lecture before the New York Peace 
society on the Monroe doctrine, which 
he held should be continued in. full 
force despite the hostility to it ex- 
pressed in some quarters. 

“We cannot be too careful to avoid 
forcing our own ideas of government 
on peoples, who, though favoring pop- 
ular government, have such different 
ideas as to what constitutes it,” con- 
tinued Mr. Taft. 

He alluded to criticism of the appli- 
cation of the doctrine as leading to | 
“Intermeddling by our government in| 
the politics of the smaller countries | 
like San Domingo and the central | 


American republics,” and that we are 
exercising a protectorate of a direct 
character over gome of them. “What 
we are doing with respect to them,” | 
he continued, “is in the interest of civ- 
ilization, and we ought to do it to aid} 
our neighboring govérnments, whether | 
the Monroe doctrine prevails or not. 
Taft on Mexico. 

“When we come to Mexico, where 
anarchy seems now to reign, the ques- 
tlon is a most delicate one. Interven- 
tion by force means the expenditure 
of enormous treasure on our part, the 
loss of lives and the dragging out of a 
most tedious war against guerillas in 
a trackless country. All that those of 
us who are not in the government can 
do is fo support the hands of the pres- 
ident and the secretary of state and to 
present to the European powers and 
the world a solid front. 

“Despite the discouraging conditions 
in Mexico the present situation illus- 
trate the beneficient influence of the 
Monroe doctrine on the attitude of the 
European powers, which, in spite of 
the injury to the propert~ and persons 
of the nationals, look to the United 
States as a guide whom they are will- 
ing to follow in working out a solu- 
tion.”’ 


Taft Praises Roosevelt. 

Mr. Taft alluded to Theodore Roose- 
velt’s visit to South American coun- 
tries, and said he was glad to see tha® 
Mr. Roosevelt had sought to impress 
them with the view of the Monroe doc- 
trine that the speaker had expressed, 
alluding particularly to the call of the 
United States under that doctrine to 
mediate for peace when war between 
a European power and a Latin-Ameri- 
can republic was threatened. 

“Indeed,”” continued Mr. Taft, “he 
would have helped them, and us, too, 
far more if he had confined his teach- 
ings and lectures to explanations and 
limitations of the Monroe doctrine and 
had not sought to*destroy the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary and demoral- 


nents. 

“Mr. Root, whose ereat constructive 
labors in the cause of world peace 
have just received just recognition in 
the Nobel peace prize, in his visit to 
South America, tempted to convince 
the people of these territories that we 
wish no more territory. ; 


Hopes for Better Feeling. 

“After some years,’ continued Mr. 
Taft, “I hope that a consistent course 
on our part may effect an abatement 
of the present feeling, but, however 
that may be. and whatever injustice 
the South American peoples may do us. 
in suspecting us of selfish plans against 
them and their territory, we ought not. 
to allow the present expressed hos-

' Washington, December 11.—Shatter-

The injection of 
personal politics into the _ situation 
brought the majority leader to his feet 
with a reply to Mr. Hobson, and this 
precipitated applause from the mem- 
bers on the floor. 
Hobsen Strikes at Underwood.

President Wilson has tentatively launch- 
ed his program for trust regulation. in a 
recent conference with the democratic mem- 
bers of the house committee on judictary he 
outlined a provisional procedure touching 
the fundamental aspects. of the question. 
No attempt has yet been made to elaborate 
details, a wise decision considering the enor- 
mous ramifications of the subject. The dis- 
tinguishing principles of the Wilson idea 
is to restore legitimate competition so far 
as possible and to clear the anti-trust law 
of the present “twilight zone” which im- 
pedes and endangers its enforcement. 

Control of industrial monopolies and “big 
business” generally is of course inevitable. 
The Baltimore platform pledges the party 
in that direction, national sentiment has 
erystallized and the operation of the new 
tariff law would not be complete or logical 
untess with it went a revision of the code 
under which the country now does business. 
specially is it essential to eliminate or 
minimize the uncertainty now hedging the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The memorable 
Standard Oil decision of the supreme court, 
while incisive as to generalities, is nebulous 
as to particulars. No one now knows what 
is a “reasonable” and an “unreasonable” re- 
straint of trade.

THE WARNING NEW HAVEN. 

if any final warning were needed to turn 
railroad men from the old piratical financial 
practices of the past, the complicated crisis 
that now confronts the New Haven railroad 
supplies it. For the firs, time in forty 
years the New Haven has passed its divi- 
dend. The reasons assigned in the public 
statement are inability to profitably market 
large cash resources, need for great expen- 
ditures for rehabilitation and increasing op- 
erating expenses, due largely to wage in- 
creases. 

Almost concurrently with its action in 
passing a dividend, the New Haven is mak- 
ing tentative arrangements looking to the 
flotation of a huge issue of securities for 
the purpose of undoing the consequences of 
gross neglect of the past. Here is the rub: 
If New Haven cannot now pay dividends 
what attraction is offered prospective buyers 
of its new securities? The management is 
to be brought into an impasse 
embarrassment in every

The case of New Haven concentrates in 
its various features the weaknesses of rail- 
road operations for the past twenty years, 
weaknesses that still visit their penalties 
and that must be removed if recovery is to 
be permanent and not patchwork. If, for 
example, the New Haven nad not for years 
been conducted as a sort of adjunct to the 
personal ambitions and greee of a few very 
wealthy capitalists: if revenues had been 
turned to betterments instead of “melons;”

The 
only way to make these improvements is to 
secure loans. The only way to secure loans 
is to make capital reasonably sure of a re- 
turn, and in that direction lies the request 
for the right to slightly increase freight 
tariffs. In time, of course, the situation will 
resolve itself. Once the people are sure 
money is to be spent legitimately, the oppo- 
sition to an increase of rates will vanish. 
But it is going to be rough sledding for the 
New Haven, as well as several of the other 
roads, until commissions and people alike 
are assured that the old days of buccaneer- 
ing are not to return.

Curious Bits of History.

Mixed bathing was a question that caused 
trouble under the Roman empire.

The Duke of Wellington, the English con- 
queror of Napoleon, is familiarly known as 
the Iron Duke, but this nickname as at- 
tached to Wellington has called out a great 
amount of controversy as to how it was ac- 
quired. One explanation has it that it was 
bestowed on account of his having officiated 
at the launching of a big ship of the same 
name at Liverpool. Others have tried to 
show that the title was bestowed on Welling- 
ton long before the launching of the ship. 

In a biography of Wellineton by Sir Her- 
bert Maxwell, M. P., publbshed in 1899, there 
is the following paragraph: “The sobriquet 
conferred on the. Duke of Wellington of the 
‘Iron Duke,’ it is true came to him in a 
roundabout way. An iron steamship, a novel- 
ty at the time, was launched in the Mersey 
and named the Duke of Wellington. The 
vessel came to be known as the Iron Duke.” 


An equally notable writer, still further 
comments on this origin and savs: “Great 
misapprehension prevails at home and abroad 
The 
fact is it arose out of building of an iron 
steamboat which plied between Liverpool and 
Dublin, and which its owners called the Duke 
of Wellington. The of Iron Duke was 
first applied to the vessel, and bye-and-bye, 
rather in Jest than in earnest, it was trans- 
ferred to the duke himself. It had no ref- 
erence whatever, certainly at the outset, of 
any peculiarities or assumed peculiarities in 
the duke’s disposition. 

There is a question that is much discussed 
as to whether this nickname was applied to 
Wellington during his HMfetime. If the iron 
vessel was the origination of this title, it 
would appear that its application must have 
been during the lifetime of Wellington, but 
Maxwell, already referred to, claims that the 
sobriquet was not applied to him until after 
his death. Exception has been taken to this 
by certain authorities who claim that during 
his lifetime Wellington was popularly known 
as the [ron Duke.’

HOW DID WELLINGTON ACQUIRE 


HIS NICKNAME? 


an old Berkshire magistrate who often met 
the Duke of Wellington out hunting. He was 
responsible for the statement that Welling- 
ton at that time was popularly known as 
“The Iron Duke.”* But a son of one of the 
duke’s most intimate friends Is responsible 
for the following statement: 

“T can safely say that never in my young 
days, nor when I had arrived at maturity, 
did I hear the name of the Duke of Wel- 
lington converted into ‘Iron Duke.’ Of 
course, I have often seen that sobriquet in 
print—-probably in ‘Punch’ or some comic 
paper.” 

No one has been able to ascertain with 
any degree of certainty when the vessel that 
the duke was supposed to have christened 
was launched. In 1844 one of the Dublin mail 
steamers was called “The Iron Duke.” In 
The London Funch, of 1842, the hero of 
Waterloo is spoken of as “the wrought fron 
duke.” Eight years later in an issue of the 
Same paper, Wellington is alluded to as “the 
‘ron duke.” These facts would seem to in- 
dicate that the duke's appropriate sobriquet 
was, in a naval sense, prior to the iron age. 

\ locomotive called “The tron Duke” was 
built at the Great Western Railway Locomo- 
tive Works at Swindon in 1847. and it is sup- 
posed to have been Nained for Wellington. 

Summing up the evidence there is no 
doubt that the Duke of Wellington was com- 
monly called “The Iron Duke” in his life- 
time. But whether his officiating at the 
launching of the steamboat had anything to 
do with it is a question. One writer has this 
explanation: “The sobriquet came of his 
having had iron shutters put up at Apsley 
house to protect the windows in some time 
of political disturbance.” By many it is 
believed that it originated with ‘London 
Punch, like so many other odd and inter 
esting things. As early as 1849 in this jour- 
nal in an article headed “‘The Duke's Gram- 
mar,’ the following sentence will be found: 
“The Iron Duke rides down the grammar ofr 
our language with the same daring with 
which he rod@® down the Old Guard at 
Waterloo.”

The hog when intact is an appetite 
equipped with four legs and a squeal. This 
distinguishes him from the great financier, 
who has to get along with two legs.

Cover with a short paste and wash its 
top with yolk of egg diluted with a little 
water. Bake in a moderate oven until you 
are sure the potatoes are done. Serve in 
the dish it is baked in. 

Chicken short cake is made from the 
same short paste with creamed chicken for 
the filling. Roll the puff paste out into a 
sheet about half an inch in thickness and 
cut in good sized rounds. Chop or cut the 
cold chicken into small pieces. A little veal 
may be added to help out if there is too 
little chicken. Make a thin cream sauce 
and stir the chicken into it, season. 

Fold each round of paste over one-half, 
So as to form a sort of a pocket and place 
a tablespoonful of the chicken mixture in 
it. Pinch the edges firmly together, wasn 
the top with egg and bake. These little 
“cakes” may be baked with a top and vot- 


tom crust if you wish by using gem or cup 


cake pans. 

Uyster patties are made in this same way, 
but the oysters must be steamed in their 
own liquor and thickened with a little cream 
and corn starch. The seasoning for the Oys- 
ters is pepper, butter and celery salt. 

If you use muffin rings bake the rounds 
of pastry in them and when finished curt 
the middle right out with a sharp knife and 
fill this well, or cavity, with the creamed 
mixture.

it is fortunate that all terrapin are not 
diamond backs, for if such were the case 
and.the present high rates per dozen still 
prevailed, it is certain that there are hun- 
dreds—yes, thousands, of families who would 
never acquire any closer acquaintance with 
this queer table delicacy than could be ob- 
tained from observing the window display 
of a high-grade fish dealer or a fancy 
market. 

Terrapin are always sold alive and are 
considered in season from November to 
March, and, though, of course, the diamond 
backs are the finest of them all, there are 
varieties of the fresh water terrapin which 
are both good and inexpensive. 

My favorite way of serving terrapin is 
to cream it and the recipe is as follows: 


Creamed Terrapin. 

Make a cream sauce by placing two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and one of flour in a 
saucepan over the fire and cooking it to a 
smooth paste, then a pint of cream is grad- 
ually added, stirring slowly until it boils. 
Season with a teaspoonful of salt and one- 
quarter teaspoonful of white pepper, a bit 
of nutmeg and a dash of cayenne pepper. 

Next put a pint of terrapin meat on tuo 
heat to the scalding point and then stir ‘n 
the well-beaten yolks of four eggs. Do not 
allow the terrapin to boil after adding eggs. 
Pour in one-hal®8 a_cupful of good Madeira 
wine, a tablespoonful of lemon juice and 
serve at once, while het.

U. S. RAIL OWNERSHIP 
OPPOSED BY SETH LOW 


New York, December 11.—Govern- 
ment railroad ownership in the United 
States was condemned by President 
Seth Low, of the National Civic federa- 
tion, in his address today opening the 
fourteenth annual meeting of that or- 
ganization. Mr. Low was chairman of 
the federal board of arbitration which 
recently decided the controversy over 
wages between the eastern railroads 
and their conractors and trainmen. 

“The considerations satisfy me,” he 
“that the railroad employees are 
not only better off now under the pri- 
vate administration of railroads than 
they would likely be under public ad- 
ministration; but also that, under ex- 
isting conditions, 


which it would be vastly harder to 
realize from a federa lgovernment con- 
stituted like ours.” 

Mr. Low said that the actual situa- 
tion of the railroads at the moment 
seemed to him so serious that “if this 
application for an increase of freight 
rates is declined, I fear that the im- 
pulse that will be given to the demand 
for public ownership and operation will 
be inevitably strengthened.”

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NEW HAVEN STILL 
TUMBLING DOWN 


That Stock Declines Five 
and Three-Eighths Points, 
the Lowest on Record. 
Bonds Irregular. 


New York, December 11.—In view of 
the fact that suspension of N~@ Haven 
dividends had not been generatiy looked 
for, it was the opinion of traders that 
that stock and the market, as a whole, 
made a fairly good showing today. 
New Haven’'s extreme decline was 5 4g 
points to 67%, the lowest price on rec- 
ord. It closed at 68%. 

Relegation to the non-dividend class 
of a stock for many years a prime fa- 
vorite of in@estors, put the market to a 
severe test. ~The blow was softened’ by 
the fact that dislodgment of New Ha- 
ven from its former high position had 
been in progress a long time. lt was a 
foregone conclusion that dividends 
would not be continued on the 6 per 
cent basis, but the most ¢ommon pre- 
diction was that payments would go on 
at a lower rate. 

The stock market, therefore, was 
called upon to absorb heavy sales of 
New Haven from disappointed invest- 
ors. Large selling orders came in from 
out of town, particularly from New 
England. The effect of these offerings 
was heightened by short selling and 
trading in New Haven tn the morning 
was heavier than in any of the specu- 
lative favorites. At the lower quota- 
tion it met with support and, after the 
largest volume of orders had been ab- 
sorbed, the price rallied slowly. 

The market had another unfavorable 
influences with which to contend. ‘1¢ 
phone and Telegraph stocks were heavy 
owing, presumably, to Washington 
reports that President Wilson was con- 
sidering government ownership of tele- 
graph lines. Pennsylvania was sold on 
the theory that, being a lareg nolder of 
New Haven stock, it would suffer a loss 
of income through suspension of the 
dividends. Pennsylvania and American 
Telephone sold at the lowest points 
touched for a number of years. In va- 
rious other places there was sign of 
liquidation. There was selling her® on 
direct orders from London, Faris and 
Berlin. although the volume of offer- 
ings for foreign account was not large. 
in the afternoon trading was quieter 
and partial recoveries were effected.

way is, within 21,000,000 bushels as 
large as last year, the only southeast- 
ern states showing decreased yields on 
account of the drouth being Kentucky 
and Tennessee. Other crops, including 
forage, have turned out well, and, tak- 
ing the territory as a whole, I doubt 
whether the farmers of the southeast 
have ever had a more favorable vear.

“Fine Feathers” is a play which grips 
you with an interest that is vise-like. 
Dealing frankly with business—the 
kind of business which enters into the 
warp and woof of every American mu- 
nicipality and causes one at times to 
lose faith in the honesty of the very 
word—Eugene Walter has constructed 
a play which pictures conditions with 
brutal frankness. 

He lays bare a condition which we 
all recognize. 
graft for his thermie, 
just how it is impossible for the man 
without means to beat the game when 
the cards are hopelessly stacked, and 
he is playing with men who know the 
game. He shows you the folly of a man 
of honest instincts even attempting to 
be crooked. He pictures to you the fa- 
tal fact that he who would win at the 
game must be a crook at heart—one 
who accepts conditions as he finds 
them—one devpid of ideals or finer 
feelings. 

In doing all this and making it in- 
teresting, Eugene Walter has again 
displayed his cleverness as a play- 
wright. In the hands of a man of touch 
less sure the dominant theme of “Fine 
Feathers’ would be prosaic and lacking 
In conviction. 

The play is. well constructed, con- 
vincing in a rare degree, and there are 
scenés of great power.
